A man has a right to assume that public 
authority is enforcing the law; that the pave- 
ment is safe and the speed is legal; and if, 
while acting upon this assumption, he meets 
with ao accident, he natarally tarns to the pub- 
lic authority and says: "Yon must pay for 
this damage to my person, for I relied upon 
yon obeying the law and doing your duty." 
That is the lesson of the Minnesota decision, 
and that doctrine is grsdnally spreading far 
and wide. It tends to make a municipality 
deeply interested in law enforaement. 

One direction in which this doctrine is 
woilcing is in the case of preventable diseases, 
such as maladies that arise out of the local 
situation. There is strict legislation and 
Boards of Health of unlimited powers pro* 
vided by the people, and if they are not made 
efficient use of the people tre accountable. 
That's the tendency, and it is a good one. — 
Ashland Independent.
